San Francisco, Oct. 9.—The ques- 
tion of a World’s Fair, to be held here in 
1887, is being mooted. At a preliminary 
gathering of a few citizens yesterday, a 
meeting was called, to be held in the 
Chamber of Commerce in a few days, 
when the sense of the ty at 
large will be taken. 

The crew of the yellow-fever stricken 
steamer have been allowed to come 


They were all provided with 
new suits and their old ones burned. 
Quarantine officer McAllister will con- 
tinue to detain the vessel in quarantine 
until it has been thoroughly fumigated, 
so that, as he states, when the Newbern 
goes back to Mexico there will be no 
chance of the steamer being the means 
of carrying back the disease to tho e 
cities which have already been so se- 
verely scourged. The nurse of Mrs. 
Ainslie, who, Dr. McAllister says, has 
done the part of a heroine, was, with her 
two convalescing patients, removed to 
the barge provided for them. 

Information received states that Aus- 
tralian colonies have issued an order in 
Council prohibiting the importation o!: 
cattle, dead meats, etc., from the sey- 
eral countries, among which America is 
included. Mr. Creighton, agent of the 
New Zealand government in this city, 
says it was adopted as a precautionary 
measure, but it will probably be modi- 
fied by substituting a quarantine sys- 
tem.

THE DANGER FROM LEPROSY. 


There is said to be a considerable 


_ prevalence of leprosy among the Chi- 


nese pcpulation of Sucramento, 1n con- 
sequence of which no little alarm is 
felt by the people of that city. San 
Francisco has also her Chinese lepers, 
not always isolated, as the foul and 
loathsome nature of the terrible conta- 
gion demands, but employed, if rumor 
may be relied upon, in different indus- 
tries. Los Angeles has had a few 
leprous Chindmen ir her Chinatown, 
where the poor wretches have ded, 
after suffering all the lingering horrors 
of the disease. Among-the evils which 
threaten the people of the United 
States, resulting from the unrestricted 
immigration to our shures from every 
country of Europe, as well as from the 
hordes of Asia, there is none to be 
more dreaded than this loathsome 
plague of leprosy. This foul disease 
has already obtained a foothold in dif- 
erent portions of the country. It has 
appeared among the Norwegians of 
the great Northwest, in some sections 
of the South, and, as we all know,upun 
the Pacific Slope. We have no pos 
itive evidence that leprosy is a native 
of Chiaa, although we are apt to asso- 
ciate the disease with our thoughts of 
this people. Since the beginning ol 
history the home of leprosy has been 
in Egypt, that dry and rainless region 
whose soul is watered only by the over- 
flowing Nile. *Pompey was accused 
of bringing it from Egypt, and, once 
planted there, it devastated the whole 
of Italy. There seems tu have beenno 
general prevalence of leprosy befor 
the Crusades. But in the latter par 
of the eleventh century there was an 
outbreak of itamong the Crusaders, its 
type differing in some respects fron, 
ages. Lazar houses, 0) 
hospitals for lepers, were multiplied a: 
the disease spread, and here the leper. 
separated from his friends and his fam. 
ily,was brought hopelessly disessed and 
doomed to die daily his living death 
In 1100 there weie one hundred anu 
fifty of these lazar houses in Great 
Thirty years | late: 
there were two thousand of them in 
Europe. The discase still prevails to a 
large extent in the Beigen district it 
Norway, and is also found in Ice- 
‘land. It is‘a disease which appear: 
to be independent of climaticonsid- 
erations, as it prevails in cold as well 
as hot countries. ‘The introduction of 
leprosy into the Sandwich Island., 
where its presence is sO appailing. 


| has been attributed by many to the 


nese 


Chinese, although tradition affirm: 
that it was conveyed there by 


some ship passengers from  Eu- 
rope, which supposition has_ the 
air of probability, as more leprosy 
prevails in the countries of Norway, 
Sweden and Denmark than in the 
whole of British India and China. 
But it is from the introduction of the 
Chinese among us that the danger lies 
to us of the Pacific coast. We estab- 
lish our quarantines against yellow 
fever, cholera, and small-pox; we 
should bave one no less rigid and vig- 
ilant against leprosy, which is without 
a remedy or cure. It is a serious evil 
which threatens us—and an evil which, 
once obtaining a foothold in the com- 
paratively rainless region of Califor- 
nia, would be exceedingly difficult of 
eradication.

sores in the mouth, contracted by 
smoking cigars manufactured by Clii- 
Whether this statement can be 
sustained or not, the Times is not pre- 
pared to say. But this much is cer- 
tain: leprosy is fastening itself upon 
many sections of our country occupied 
by the foreign population, rnd unless 
the proper precautions are taken 
against it, it may scourge us as it has 
done the older countries of the glob, 
and take centuries for its eradication. 


OnE hundr:d and seven of North 
Carolina’s confederate dead are to be 
removed from Arlingtoa c«mctery to 
Raleigh, North Carolina, and buricd ip 
their native soil undex the auspices of 
the Ladies’ Memorial Association of 
North Curolina.

The forest fires on “the Comat pee 
in California having come near enough | 
to Santa Cruz to endanger the town, it 
has occurred to the citizens that they 
ought to be putout. Fires have been 
blazing in the California woods all 
suminer; fires eat the timber there 
every summer, and nobody seems to 
care unless they reach the houses. The 
conflagrations can hardly be called 
accidental, for they generally originate 
in the depredations of cattie-men and 
sheep-herders, who burn the brush on 
the public lands to improve the past- 
urage, and then allow the flames to 
spread where they will. Large tracts 
of timber are thus devastated every 
year. No rain ever falls in summer. The 
mountains nd valleys are excessively 
dry, und high winds prevail, so that 
when once a fire starts, every condition 
fuvors it. One would think in a State 
where the great problem of life i» 
how to get enough water, and where a 
perennial brook 1s worth more than a 
yold m.ne, the preservation of the too 
scanty woods, and even of the smalkr 
growth, would be recognized as a mat- 
ter of the first importance; but, al- 
though there is a law for the preven- 
tion of forest fires, it is practically 4 
déad letter, and the denudation of 
the hills goes steadily on. It is not 
surprising to learn that some attention 
has been excited by the usual lowness 
of the California springs this season. 
That phenomenon. is likely to become 
more and more frequent. But, in fact, 

most of our countrymen are destitute 
of a “feeling for trees,” even in those 


regions where trees are most wanted. 


A Large Poultry Yard, 


Mr. Hawkins has about 2000 laying 
During the last 


chicks per year. The cost of keeping 
varies with the price of grain; the 
last year it cost quite $1.50 per head. 
His mode of feeding is to give soft, 
warm food in the morning, such as 
boiled small potatoes, turnips mixed 
with middlings and meat. At noon 
he gives oats, at night whole corn, 
barley and wheat. Raw turnips and 
clover rowen are given every duy; 
fresh water and oyster shells are kept 
before them all the time. His rauge 
and buildings for fowls occupy some 
fifteen acres, the land being mostly 
in grass and ‘orcharding. The build- 
ings consist of four houses, each 200 
feet long and 1214 feet wide; two 
houses, each 80 feet long and 12} feet 
wide, all facing south, partitions from 
12 to 50 feet apart, with yards 50 feet 
ong in front. These yards be plows 
once a week in summer, feeding green 
grass freely. 

He says eggs to hatch well and 
bring strong chicks, must be from 
hens which have their liberty, with 
plenty of cocks; for market eggs, the 
hens must he confined, and no cocks 
allowed. His hens have laid an aver- 
age of about eight dozen of eggs per 
year, and the price of eggs averages 
ubout 32 cents. He thinks that under 
the best of care a hen will lay eight 
dozen of eggs, and bring upa brood 
of chicks, say an average of five 
chicks. To care for his poultry he 
employs one man the year around, one 
other eight months, besides himself. 
The dressing of fowls for market he 
lets out to families in the neighbor- 
hood, and numbers of these will pick 
und d‘ess ten tu twenty pairs in a 
single day and evening. He has 
tried several breeds and crosses, and 
settled down the last season on Ply- 
mouth Rocks, and makes them a spe- 
cialty. He says further, that he thinks 
a stock of 2,000 hens, cared for in the 
very vest manner, should show a 
profit of $2,000 per year.—[Country 
Gentleman.

He observes that 
the princivle of selection has long 
been appreciated by stock-breeders, 
aud they have largely profited by the 
application of its teachings, As ap- 
pled to the growth of cereals it nas 
nut found a very 
nut having bad time to foree itself on 


The founder of the practice of s«lect- 
ing grain for seea is Major Hallet, F. 
L.S., Brighton England. In 1861 he 
planted ten grains of wheat, from a 
variety known as the Bellevue Ta- 
lavera wheat, which up to that time 
had been sowa as a spring wheat, and 
was declared to be quite incapable of 
withstanding the frost of winter. Nine 
of the ten plants from these grains 
were killed by the severe frosts, 
but the other plant, although from the 
same ear, remained/as healthy and vig- 
orous as any of the winter varieties of 
wheat by their side. From this sur- 
viving plant seed has been selected 
and grown year after year as a winter 
wheat. Close observation shows that 
in the cereals, as throughout nature, 
no two plants or grains are exactly 


that of any two or greater number of 
grains or plants one is al ways superior 
to all the others, although the superi- 
ority can only be ascertained by actual 
fi-id tests. It may consist in several 
particular characteristics — power to 
withstand. frost, prolificness, size and 
character. of ear, size, form, quality 


ness of straw, powers of tillering, 
rapidity of growth, and many others.

and its gold prospects: 

Ed. Schieffelin, the veteran prospec- 
tor, being interviewed, said that Alaska 
might contain mineral in paying quan. 
tities, but he and his party had not 
succeeded in discovering it. They start- 
ed up in June, 1881, and at St. Mich- 
aels left the schooner and made their 
way up the Yukon river in the litie 
steamboat 800 miles, where a substan- 
tial log. cabin was built and winter 
quarters were struck. In the mean time 
Schieffelin did some prospecting and 
found colors of ‘‘float gold.’’ During 
the winter hg, in a dog-sled, accompa- | 
nied iby an Indian, traversed about 1,500 
miles of the country. The next spring 
prospecting commenced, and the best 
tound ‘would go but from $10 to $15 
aday tothe man. Owing to the coun- 
iry, this would not pay. The country 
was too cold and inaccessible to ever 


}amountto much for a mining country.

In going up there, the 
gentleman said he had calculated on the 
great American mineral belt running to 
the north of the Yukon river, but now 
he was satisfied that it crossed to the 
south, and went-on over into Siberia.

‘FROM SONORA. 


A Mimer’s Report of Sovora and 
Crook’s Campaign. 
Mr. Fred. A. Schulze, of Tombstone, 
but lately in Oposura, Sonora, is in the 
city. Mr. Schulze has lately bonded a 
Sonora mine for $10,000, situated be- 
tween the Yaqui and Oposura rivers. 
He 1s on his way to San Francisco to 
have published his map of Sonora and 
Chihuahua, between-the Sonora and the 
Mexican Central railroads, and from 
the Southern Pacific railroad to Sinalos, 
made from actual observations, and 


showing the Sierra Madre and other 
Chiricahua strongholds. He thinkg So- 
Dora the coming mining country, but at 
present there is a little uncertainty, 
owing to hostile Indians and other 
causes. Among the people of Sonora, 
he says, Crook’s expedition is regarded 
as a failure, as it relieved the Chiri- 
cahuas of the old men, old squaws and 
children, leaving the fighting bucks and 
young squaws in the Sierra Madre or 
in Chihuahua. From his memoranda 
he reports the following murders since 
General Crook left: On June 17th, at 
Bacadevichi, two Mexicans and one 
Mexican woman, and two Mexicans at 
Nacori; on July 8th, two Americans, on 
the Tepache trail; three Mexicans, 
at a place nine miles from Tepa- 
che; two Mexicans on the trail be- 
tween Oposura and '‘l'epache, and two 
Mexicans, between Tepache and Huasa- 
vas—all found by Colonel Bandolo and 
his vommand. On August Ist, at Na- 
cori, two Mexicans were killed; at Ba- 
cachi, between Oposura and Ures, three 
Mexicans; and, to complete the list, 
one vaquero, at Aconchi, on the Sonora 
river.
